Let us learn lolaughat ourselves and our situations. Let 
us not lake ourselves or life loo seriously. At the same 
lime, let us learn from our follies and foolishness. . 

Through humour, then, we can learn to alter thought 
and experience. 

As.expressed by Mr. Yutang, "Idoub't whether the 
importance of humour has been fully appreciated, or the 
possibility of its use in changing the quality and character 
of our entire cultural life - the place of humour in politics," 
humour in scholarship, and humor in life. Because its 
function is chemical, rather than physical, it alters; the 
basic texture of our thought and experience."
